DIVIDEND REDUCTIONS. 

Those who don’t certainly know say 
that there are impending dividend re- 
ductions on standard shares. If their 
prophecies are realized how ought the 
investors in such properties to feel and 
act about it? That's for them to de- 
cide, each for himself, So far as 
they are dealers in fluctuations in 
price, rather than buyers of income, 
pity and advice would be wasted. It 
is the fate of most of that sort of: 
speculators to buy dear and sell cheap. 
Now is their time to pass their bar- 
gains to those who take longer views. 
Take Atchison, for example, a road 
which is not likely te lead the dividend 
record downward. What is fits record 
through good times and bad? In 1896 
it earned hardly anything, but taking 
good and bad yearg together it has 
earned for the entire period since 1896 
more than savings bank interest upon 
its investment. All the earnings can- 
not be paid out, but what is not dis- 
bursed remains in the property as a 
guarantee of stability in bad times 
and of higher dividends in the better 
times which are sure to return. Atchi- 
son may sell lower, nevertheless, but 
nothing ig surer than that the lower it 
falis the better is the bargain. 

The Pennsylvania is another exam- 
ple of the better sort. During the four 
years ended with June last it expend- 
ed $272,000,000 in betterment of its 


\property, and increased its service to 


its patrons correspondingly, as is 
proved by an increase of gross earn- 
ings. by $34,000,000. Yet its earnings 
for its owners were $21,000,000 less 
than before it spent the $272,000,000. 
That might raise a doubt about the 
@ividend. But the “* Pennsy” is even 
surer than Atchison to earn better 
than a savings bank yield over a term 
of years. There might be disappoint- 
ment at a reduction, but partners in a 
property cannot expect every year to 
be a good year. If there should be < 
reduction, that would be a certification 
that the current yield is below ‘the 
average, and that the yield must rise 
hereafter to make the average true. 
It would he easy to go through the list 
in this way and to show for each of 
the leading railways'that there is more 
money tn their property than ever, and 
that their services to the public are 
greater than ever before.- They can- 
not be worth less under such. condi- 
tions permanently, unless the country 
itself is in a permanent decline. No- 
body believes that. Unless all experi- 
ence is worthless, there are indissol- 
uble links between the prosperity of 
the country and the railways, and bet- 
ter times for both are sure. The con- 
dition 6f any individual year is com- 
paratively unimportant to permanent 
holders of such a first charge upon 
the nation’s profits as the railways. 
In one way reduction of dividends 
for a time would have compensations 
almost worth while. It would bring

“POPULAR” OPERA’S FATE. 

The news of the suspension of per- 
formances by the Century , Opera 
Company will be received everywhere 
with regret, and particularly in this 
city, where the enterprise originated 
and where large sums of money were 
contributed by a few persons to en- 
able it to start on a fair basis. . There 
was a general feeling that the project 
deserved to succeed, but obviously 
this feeling has not been strong 
enough to induce the public to sup- 
port opera at low prices. That kind 
of opera may be admirable, the sing- 
ers and instrumentalists may be en- 
tirely competent to give due expres- 
sion to the composer’s ideas, the act- 
ing may be efficient, and the stage 
pictures correct and handsome, yet it 
must lack the glamour associated 
with famous names. 

Doubts as to the success of this 
latest scheme to give good opera at 
low prices were scarcely articulate 
while the enterprise was under way. 
There was a common disposition to 
give. it a fair chance, to award all 
possible praise to its productions, to 
accept it as an earnest effort to sup- 
ply a want which, it seemed, ought to 
be felt {n every large community. 
Tickets were sold, too, in large num- 
bers, and the auditorium often was 
crowded, but the sales were not great 
enough in the aggregate to meet the 
comparatively small expenses, small, 
that is to say, in comparison with 
those of the Metropolitan, though 
much larger than those of an ordi- 
nary theatre. The burden was too 
heavy for-the shoulders of a few al- 
truists. There is» no reason why 
opera should ever be placed on the 
basis of charity. 

The Century experiment has sisiciiaa 
again that opera without renowned 
singers. even when as well done as 
some of the performances of the re- 
cent Autumn season, cannot be made 
to pay expenses. The competition in 
music in this town is enormous, and 
most of the people who can afford to 
pay but little for opera prefer to hear 
Caruso and his renowned associates 
in the cheaper seats of the Metropol- 
itan to sitting in the comfortable 
stalis of the Century at performances 
which are admirable and wel! bal- 
anced, but avowedly second rate when 
judged by the Metropolitan standard. 
It is a great pity that we cannot have 
“popular” opera, but the fact that 
we cannot unless some philanthro- 
pists are willing to foot the bills has

Its Price, oa always, instead of 
about. the one little aggregation of vil- 
lagers for whom his fortunate lyre was 
tuned, he still could have made his 
pleasing reference to ‘“‘the short and 
simple annals of the poor.”’ 

For never has there been much more to 
gay concerning those who lived a hun- 
dred years or longer than that they lived 
a hundred years or longer. Memory does 
not recall even one of them who did any- 
thing else remarkable enough to set the 
annalist’s pen in motion, and while the 
circumstances of most of them have 
been, until the delaying end approached, 
what would be called comfortable, the 
great majority avoided excess of wealth, 
like: every other, and no small fraction 
ended—still comfortably—as the bene- 
ficiaries of public or private largess. 

Were it not at least seemingly unkind, 
one might say that centenarians surpass 
the common span for about the same 
reason that turtles do—because they are 
slow and calm, use up no energy in the 
maintenance of a high temperature, and 
are protected by a thick shell from the 
emotional accidents and stresses. that 
tend to make life short and broad, not 
long and narrow. , 

It is significant that rarely has the 
claimant for wonder as a centenarian 
offered indubitable evidence in support 
of his or her demand. Usually the rec- 
ords have disappeared or:+there never 
have been any, and the safe admission 
of great age has had to be qualified in 
consequence of the knowledge that after 
certain time people are apt to stop 
calling themselves younger than they 
really are and to begin exaggerating the 
other way. ~ 

No centenarians have yet been able to 
give the rest of us any hints of how they 
did it that are of more use than are the 
familiar platitudes about worry and 
moderation. This is in effegt merely 
telling us to have their temperaments, 
which is about as useful as us to 
have hair or eyes of the same color as 
theirs. 

All of these remarks apply te the esti- 
mable—every centenarian has been es- 
timable—woman who died here this 
week at what may have been the'age of 
117.. Her annals seem to have been 
sweet as well.as short and simplé. Her 
troubles were few and she made none 
for anybody. But she could claim the 
distinction of having lived in three 
centuries.

Of equal importance is tlie fact that it 
teaches respect for American institutions 
and demonstrates that under our laws and 
im our courts of justice the poor man has 
opportunity equal to the millionaire. It 
gives new courage to men and women who 
are despondent under the wrongs inflicted 
upon them and are ready to turn to violence. 

Since its foundation the Legal Aid Society 
has handled more than 500,000 cases at an 
average cost of $1.19. In 1918 alone the num- 
ber of cases were 89,189. It recovered in 
small amounts more than $188,000 for its 
poor clients, and this year’s work will show 
aven better results. 

The war in Burope has made the task of 
the society more difficult, and has cut off 
much of its normal revenue, and, on the 
other hand, has increased the demand for its 
services.

Men and corporations have been ad- 
vised wrong; some things are crimes 
now which a few years back were 
thought to be moneywise shrewdness.

Born in Dunbar, Scotland, on April 

8388, the son of Daniel and Anne 
Gilrye Muir, the youth who was des- 
tin o become one of the greatest 
thinkers of America came to this coun- 
try when he was 11 years old, and the 
family nas ate the Wisconsin wil- 
derness and took : e oa rough life of 
Pioneers. The ye. & elped his father 
clear a space in the mi derness to call 
home, and while he was doing it worked 
out mathematical problems on chips of 
wood from the trees he had chopped, 
getting up long before daylight for this 
pees of his daily routine.

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Prices Close Lower After Firmer 
“Opening—Foreign Liqui- 
dation Small. 


If any large part of the selling which 
brought a further reaction:in prices on 
the Stock Exchange yesterday after a 
firm opening represented foreign liqui- 
dation the exchange market would hard- 
ly have acted as it did. Once again 
sterling exchange, which ‘had risen on 
Wednesday to close to the par of ex- 
change, sold down nearly a cent to the 
peund. This presented what seemed like 
very substantial evidence against the 
assumption that a large amount of stock 
was being shipped to this side for sale 
here. If it was coming it would have to 
be remitted for, and even if the ex- 
change were not purchased immediately 
the market would reflect this impending 
demand, 

That some liquidation has been going 
on is, of course, well known; but unless 
the selling from abroad should reach a 
large total it need cause no concern. 
Selling from the other side in view of the 
special circumstances of the time hastobe 
considered rather in respect to-its in- 
fluence on the exchange market than in 
respect to its influence-upon prices. A 
rise in exchange which would force out 
gold would impair the: position here to a 
much larger extent than would a tem- 
porary decline in quoted. values reflect- 
ing no deterioration in conditions, but 
merely a desire on the part of Europe 
to realize on some of its holdings of 
American securities. ‘ 

If that selling were confined to a vol- 
ume which would be covered in the ex- 
change market without bringing it to a 
point at which gold might again be 
taken, there would be obvious advan- 
tage to us in such a process. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the exchange market seems 
to indicate on one hand that foreign 
liquidation is not going on in any large 
volume, while on the other it. reflects 
the growing balance of trade in our fa- 
vor. Present indications are that this 
month will show even better results 
than. November, when we had a credit 
merchandise trade balance of close to 
$80,000,000. 

The stock market may be assumed 
now to be reflecting the uncertainties 
attendant upon a trade situation which 
is still feeling and’ must in the natural 


while to feel the effects of the disorgan- 
ization caused by the war. But it is 
fair to assume that readjustments al- 
ready begun or likely soon to make their 
appearance will from this time on fur- 
nish a certain offset to any further re- 
flection of the difficulties growing out 
of the war. The steel trade is already 
showing a recovery from the worst of 
recent experience. It is estimated that 
hew orders are reaching the chief in- 
terest in the steel trade at the rate of 
about 50. per cent. of capacity. At the 
beginning of November the new orders 
were very little, if any, above the then 
current rate of production, which was 
about 80 per cent. of capacity. An in- 
crease in the Steel Corporation’s un- 
filled orders is forecast in tre trade, 
and the course of events seems to justi- 
fy the hope of further improvement ex- 
pressed early in the week by the man- 
agement of the Steel Corporation when 
it decided not to resort to a general 
wage reduction at this time. It is not 
alone from the steel trade that sugges- 
tions, of improvement came. The chief 
of the traffic department of one of the 
biggest of the Eastern railroad systems 
has reported to his fellow-officers signs 
of a substantial improvement in the vol- 
ume ‘of this system’s traffic. Such sug- 
gestions furnish real ground for encour- 
agement.
